ANNUAL  REPORT,  igio. 

I beg  to  submit  the  Report  for  the  year  1910  on  the  health 
of  the  Crick  Rural  District.  The  larger  portion  of  the  facts 
and  statistics  have  been  obtained  from  Dr.  Tangye,  my 
predecessor.  The  most  important  event  in  the  District  for 
the  year  was  the  initiation  of  the  Yelvertoft  Drainage  Scheme 
and  of  which  a special  report  was  made  by  Dr.  Tangye  and 
submitted  to  the  Local  Government  Board. 

On  February  3rd  a Special  Committee  Meeting  of  the 
Council  was  held  in  the  village  ; and  on  March  7th  a Special 
Meeting  of  the  Council  considered  the  Report,  and  a new 
and  complete  sewage  scheme  suggested.  Active  steps  are 
now  being  taken  to  execute  the  same. 

In  February  a cow  was  reported  (on  a farm  near  Yelver- 
toft) by  the  L.C.C.  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis  of  the 
udder.  Apparently  the  L.C.C.  officials  found  tubercle 
bacilli  in  the  mixed  milk.  Dr.  Tangye  visited  the  cow  him- 
self, but  was  unable  to  find  any  clinical  evidence  of  tubercle, 
and  before  samples  of  milk  could  be  obtained  for  bacterio- 
logical examination  the  cow  was  dried  off,  sold,  and  lost 
trace  of. 

In  September  an  arrangement  for  the  free  supply  of 
anti-toxin  in  cases  of  diphtheria  occurring  amongst  the 
poorer  inhabitants  of  the  District  was  made,  and  the  Medical 
Practitioners  apprised  thereof. 

Barby  Schools  were  closed  from  January  29th  to  March 
7th  for  an  epidemic  of  measles,  which  was  very  prevalent 
just  then  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood.  Thorough  dis- 
infection was  carried  out,  and  arrangements  made  with  the 
County  Council  for  payment  of  the  expenses.  For  the  same 
reason  Kilsby  Schools  were  closed  from  May  2nd  to  30th.  It 
is  satisfactory  to  note  that,  although  the  disease  was  very 
prevalent  and  of  rather  a severe  nature,  only  two  deaths 
occurred. 
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Birth  Rate. — The  births  registered  during  the  year 
numbered  54  (only  two  of  these  were  illegitimate),  as  com- 
pared with  55  in  the  previous  year,  equivalent  to  a birth-rate 
of  23.6  per  1,000.  This  birth-rate  has  practically  remained 
almost  unchanged  for  the  last  ten  years. 

Death-Rate. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the 
District  amounted  to  29  (including  the  body  of  a child  found 
in  the  canal  at  Yelvertoft),  equivalent  to  the  extremely  low 
death-rate  of  12.7  per  1,000,  and  compares  very  favourably 
with  the  average  of  17  for  the  last  10  years. 

Infant  Mortality. — The  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907, 
has  not  been  adopted.  Only  four  deaths  of  infants  under 
one  year  were  registered  in  the  District  (included  in  these 
are  two  children,  one  of  which  died  in  a canal  boat  at  Crick, 
and  one  was  found  dead  in  the  canal  at  Yelvertoft),  equiva- 
lent to  a death-rate  of  74  per  1,000  births.  Excluding  the 
two  that  did  not  belong  to  the  District,  we  have  the  ex- 
tremely low  mortality  of  36  per  1,000  births,  the  same  as  last 
year,  and  which  was  then  the  lowest  in  the  whole  of  the 
Mid-Warwickshire  Combined  District. 

Causes  of  Death  at  all  Ages. — Two  deaths  occurred  at 
Kilsby  from  measles,  one  at  Yelvertoft  from  diarrhoea,  and 
one  at  Barby  from  puerperal  fever.  This  gives  the  zymotic 
death-rate  of  1.7  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  0.4  last  year. 
Among  other  causes  of  death  four  were  due  to  cancer,  equal 
to  1.7  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  0^44  per  1,000  last  year. 
Of  the  whole  total  number  of  29  deaths,  15  were  of  persons 
65  and  upwards,  as  seen  on  Table  II. 

Note. — No  death  has  occurred  from  phthisis  or  any  other 
form  of  tuberculosis. 

Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1908. — 
No  notification  of  phthisis  in  poor  persons  under  these 
Regulations  has  been  received  during  the  year,  nor  any  other 
case. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases. — Only  four  cases 
have  been  notified  : One  scarlet  fever  at  Yelvertoft,  one 
typhoid  fever  at  Yelvertoft,  one  membraneous  croup  at 
Kilsby,  and  one  puerperal  fever  at  Barby.  In  every  case 
detailed  instructions  have  been  given,  the  site  of  the  out- 
break visited,  and  the  premises  thoroughly  disinfected, 
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Under  the  New  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  a 
number  of  cottages  have  been  examined  in  company  with 
the  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  has  kept  a tabulated  list.  One 
at  Crick  was  absolutely  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  has 
been  condemned.  The  tenants  at  once  removed  to  fresh 
quarters.  Another  cottage  at  Crick  in  a dilapidated  con- 
dition was  specially  noted  for  overcrowding.  Steps  have 
been  taken  to  remedy  the  same.  Defects  found  in  other 
cottages  were  ordered  to  be  rectified.  No  new  houses  have 
been  erected  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

A few  of  the  old-fashioned  privy-midden  closets  still  exist. 
These  are  being  done  away  with.  Water  closets  are  recom- 
mended wherever  possible.  The  pail  system  and  dry  ash 
closets  are  the  other  methods  in  vogue  for  the  disposal  of 
sewage. 

Part  III.  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act, 
1907,  has  not  been  put  in  force  in  the  district. 

No  imported  labour  is  employed  in  the  district. 

The  sewage  disposal  and  drainage  at  Yelvertoft  has 
received  considerable  attention  and  a new  scheme  drawn  up. 

The  slaughter-houses  (six  in  number)  have  received  con- 
stant attention  ; and,  on  the  whole,  are  clean  and  sanitary. 
The  defects  have  been^ remedied  with  one  exception. 

No  tuberculous  carcases  have  been  found. 

The  bakehouses  have  received  periodical  visits,  and  are, 
on  the  whole,  clean  and  sanitary. 

Dairies  and  cowsheds  have  also  been  constantly  inspected. 
The  limewashing  of  cowsheds  has  been  strictly  enforced,  and 
structural  improvements  have  been  advised  and  carried  out. 

Thus,  on  the  whole,  the  district  is  in  a satisfactory  con- 
dition, and  the  general  health  well  maintained.

Gentlemen, — 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  the  following  report, 
with  summary,  showing  the  amount  of  work  done  during  the 
year  1910  : — 


Seven  drains  partly  or  entirely  relaid,  trapped,  &c.  ; 12 
midden  privies  altered  to  ashpit  privies,  pail  or  water 
closets  ; three  houses  cleansed  and  repaired  ; 11  offensive 
accumulations  removed  ; four  houses  disinfected  ; two 
schools  disinfected  ; three  ashpits  provided  ; two  cowhouses 
ventilated,  lighted,  &c.  ; four  defective  roofs  repaired  ; two 
wells  cleaned  out  and  pumps  put  down  ; two  other  nuisances 
removed. 

A few  notices  were  outstanding  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act,  1889. 

Only  four  cases  of  infectious  disease  have  been  notified 
during  the  year,  viz.  : One  typhoid  fever,  one  scarlet  fever, 
one  membraneous  croup,  and  one  puerperal  fever. 

Water  Supply. 

Twelve  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  analysis,  with 
the  following  results  One  good,  three  of  doubtful  quality, 
and  eight  unfit  for  drinking  purposes. 

Canal  Boats  Acts. 

Thirty-five  boats  were  inspected  during  the  year,  and  four 
infringements  of  the  Acts  were  met  with.  Notices  were 
issued  and  duly  complied  with.  No  case  of  infectious 
disease  was  found  on  any  of  the  boats. 

Petroleum  Acts. 

Ten  samples  of  oil  were  purchased  and  tested,  and  each 
gave  a flash  point  above  73  % F.T. 

There  are  two  persons  licensed  under  the  Acts,  whose  pre- 
mises have  been  inspected  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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Slaughter-Houses. 

There  are  seven  slaughter-houses  in  the  district,  but  the 
one  at  Yelvertoft,  belonging  to  Mr.  Harper,  was  not  used 
during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year.  Frequent  visits  have 
been  paid  to  each  one,  and,  with  one  exception,  were  generally 
found  well  kept.  Notices  were  issued  every  three  months 
requiring  the  limewashing  of  slaughter-houses,  and  complied 
with. 


Unsound  Food. 

Twenty-nine  pounds  of  livers  were  voluntarily  surrendered 
after  calling  attention  to  its  diseased  condition. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act. 

The  Factory  and  Workshops  Register  remain  the  same 
as  last  year.  There  are  26  workshops,  including  six  bake- 
houses. 

Notices  to  cleanse  and  whitewash  bakehouses  were  issued 
twice  during  the  year  and  duly  complied  with. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Order. 

Visits  have  been  paid  to  the  several  cowhouses,  and 
generally  found  fairly^  well  kept. 

The  periodical  limewashing  of  cowhouses  has  been  well 
maintained.  One  person  registered  himself  during  the  year. 
The  number  of  persons  now  registered  is  eleven.
